Mcanwhile, he worked cach 
Jute night on his sceret cotton 
spinning machine, In 1779, his 
wheel was completed and 
proved extremely satisfactory in 
spinning: yarn for the manufac- 
ture) of muslins of a fine and 
delicate texture, He called his 
new Invention the “mule.” 


Crompton and his wife, whom 
he married in 1780, devoted 
themselves to spinning fine yarn, 
and could. obtain their own 
price‘for the superior material 
which they alone could furnish, 
But the secret of where the 
yarn was produced could not be 
hid for’ long. They found 
dhemselves the centre .of pur- 
chasers,  prycrs and envious 
spinners who resorted to every 
kind of spy!ng. .

Unfortunately, Crompton fall- 
ed to procure a patent for his

the idea to about 80 firms, who 
agreed to pay him a subscrip- 
tlon. Many, however, defaulted, 
and all he recelved was about 
£50. Bitterly disappointed and 
resentful, Crompton set about 
the task of claiming a national 
reward from. the government, 
and toured the cotton manus 
facturing districts where his 
machine was being. used to 
obiain evidence to substantiate 
his claim. : 

Eventually In February 1912, 
it wos ogreed to give 
£20,000, but once again he 
received a bitter blow, for with 
the premature death of Spencer 
Perelval, the then Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, he Jost his 
friend and champion, and in the 
end this grant was. whittled 
down to a mere £5,000.
